The peculiar interest attaching to these 
Catacombs about Rome is that during the 
early ages of Christianity, when the follow- 
ers of Christ were suffering persecution from 
Pagan Rome, they were the resort of the 
Christians who fled to them for safety, and 
probably to some extent for worship, espe- 
cially for performing their more sacred rites; 
and either at this time or subsequently they 
became their sepulchres and were peopled 
with a vast multitude of the dead.

better acquainted with these labyrinths 
than many others. They may have been 
employed in making the excavations, as 
tiiousamds were pon the vast structures of 
the city. The Baths of Diocletian, a range

feetly easy for those familiar with the ground 
to have exeavated, had it been their desire 
to hold their assemblies within these sub- 
terranean retreats. The largest chamber 
that | have seen in either of the Catacombs 
would not hold conveniently more than fifty 
persons, while by depositing the earth or 
tufa in the neighboring passages, and with- 
out coming out to the light of day, rooms 
of large dimensions might have been open- 
ed. 
rarcly. In one or two of them rude cross- 
es are erected, and the monks who are the 


usual guides through the winding passages, 


say that either these or others were found 
here upon the opening of the Catacombs, 
and were erected by the early Christians; 
but of this they know only as much as the 
most ignorant of those whom they lead 
through. 

These Catacombs were in some cases the 
scene of martyrdom, but their, chief inter- 
est consists in their having been made so 
extensively the places of burial for those 
who had embraced the Christian faith.— 
Not thousands but hundreds of thousands 
are supposed to have been placed here to 
sleep their last sleep, and one may well sup- 
pose that it is true, after passing through 
only a few of the long corridors which are 
lined with the niches for the dead; and in 
some of the Catacombs with the remains of 
the dead. The excavations under the chureh 
of St. Sebastian are those which are usual- 
ly accessible to strangers, @ had been into 
them two or three times, exploring them as 
far as the old monk consented to act as 
guide, andsas far, probably, as he was fam- 
iliar with the windings of the way. The 
passages are very narrow, not more then 
three or four feet wide, and about six feet 
in height. -On each side and throughout 
their whole extent they were lined with 
niches cut into the wall one above another, 
and usually four or five in’ height, in each 
of which there was just room for a body to 
be laid. The frout of the niche had been 
closed with a long slad of terra cotta, the 
edges cemented to make it’ tight.

After walking fora long time 
through these halls, some seventy feet be- 
low the surface of the ground, and having 
entefed several chambers painted rudely in 
fresco, we ascended to another story but 
not to.the light of day. These passages 
ure generally two or three stories in height, 
but they seldom have any intercommunica- 
tion. The airis exeeedingly dry, and the 
temperature higher than that of the air 
above, but after a time it becomes stifling, 
although there is nothing unpleastant in 
other respects connected with it. It ap- 
pears to be perfectly pure, or at least free 
from the effuvia which usually belongs to 
cemeteries, 
Catacombs and experience no other un- 
pleasant sensations than those arising from 
the narrowness of the place and the con- 
finement of the air, Even this is less dis- 


“agreeable than the damp chilliness of most 


of the charches of Rome. 
The inscriptions which were found upon 
the marble slabs with which the niches were 


closed are an interesting subject of study, 


and may be seen at any time in the main 
entrance to the: museum of the Vatiean.— 
There are many pieces of rude sculpture in 
bas-relicf representing Scripture scenes, and 
generally those scenes which were most ap- 
propriate to the persecuted state of the 
early Christians. ‘The three children in the 
fiery furnace, and Daniel in the lion’s den, 
are represented in different places. The 
baptisin of Christ and various scenes in his 
life are sculptured in the same manner.— 
The dove as an emblem of peace occurs 
very often. have not space to copy ma- 
ny of the inscriptions, but 1 give the trans- 
lation of a few:

Next day he received letters and instruc- 
tions to return to New York. 

~ When Aaron Burr returned from Eu- 
rope, whither he had fled-after his duel with 
Hamilton, he kept his office in Nassau street, 
near my seed-store. From him | received 
the account as above stated, 

Paine, on his return, was unable to find 
lodgings. Carver took him iu for old ac- 
quaintance sake He died at Greenwich, 
of dilirium tremens, in 1809. 

To return from this eld infidel to myself, 
I am now near the end of my journey. It 
is a coincidence worth noting, that on the 
13th of April, 1794, I first sailed from 
Scotland, and vn the 13th of April, 1854, 
I first entered my dwelling in this place, 
being sixty years complete. The yard of 
my dwelling is separated from the Presby- 
terian church and. its place of skulls by a 
fence. If it so wills heaven, here my bones 
will rest ‘till time shall be no more.” 

The partner whom God bas given me, is 
alight to my feet, and a lamp to my path 
—making smeoth my track to the Banks of 
Jordon. She hath “known the Scriptures 
from her youth up.” thankful heart 
completes my happiness.

Self-made Men. 


Those who educate, themselves amid the 
busy scenes. of life have one advantage 
which is not possessed by the students of 
our best-regulated colleges. They are call- 
ed upon to Jabor in earnest, and labor in 
earnest is always more condusive to mental 
growth than labor which is merely disci- 
plinary.

the body politic l ever met in all my jour- 
ney through life. He married a respecta- 
ble lady, who died eleven months thereaf-

In 1773, while he held an office in the 
Custom House, (given him by his father- 
in-law,) he was detected in taking bribes 
from the smugglers, and fled to America. 
He was made Secretary to the private 


of office to keep their secrets. He broke 
this oath by divulging the project of a se- 
cret mission to the Court of France by Si- 
las Dean. He was dismissed with disgrace. 
(See the Journal of Congress in 1774 or 
5.) This treachery was the cause of mach 
trouble in Congress, and in the Court of 
Louis XVI. 

We next find him in Paris, helping Ro- 
bespierre in his labors of love to establish 
the freedom of the Press, and the right of 
speech, by means of the guillotine. He 
quarrelled with Robbie, and was chalked 
for the guillotine. God, willing to make 
the wrath of Paine to praise Him, sent an 
angel who delivered him oat of prison,—

stantly despatched a national frigate to con- 
vey to our shores the- venerated Thomas 
He arrived early in the year 1802.

From facts like this, educators should 
Jearn to make the labor they impose on 
their pupils as nearly labor in earnest as 
possible.

Chief among our truly great men—pri- 
mus infer pares—s that Senator from New 
York, whose consistent and able services 
on behalf of liberty when trodden ignebly, 
ander’foot, have awakened the general j6 
of good men, that he has been returned by 
his native State for another six years of 
similar service at Washington, We regard 
Mr, Seward as one of the lingering few of 
the departing race of great American 
Statesmen. We should esteem it a sore 
public calamity that should deprive the 
country of his fearless and faithful energies, 
And who—remembering the clamors 
of “Harrison times”—think differently, we 
are persuaded would be of our opinion if 
they would but look, without prejudice, up- 
on the simple record of his life, and its de- 
cisive testimonials of his character, 

‘William Henry Seward was born—from 
Welsh and Irish extraction—in the town 
of Warwick, Orange Co,, N. Y., in the 
1801, His early days were distin- 
guished by much of that student abstrac- 


tion, which has lately interested the public 


so much as related of the childhood of Hor- 
ace Greeley, At fifteen, he entered Union 
College, whence he graduated with the high- 
est honors—in company with William Kent, 
Dr. Hickock, Taylor Lewis, and others, 
since eminent—in 1820. Studying law 
with John Anthon of New York, and John 
Duer and Ogden Hoffinan at Goshen, he 
was admitted to the bar in 1822, and in the 
following year established himself at Au- 
barn—which has remained his place of res- 


fidence. Mr. Seward soon rose to eminence 


in the conrts—a result of fine natural pow- 
ers applied with unwearied industry. In 
his maturer practice he developed a pecu- 


.liar aptitade for subjects involving scientific 


and mechanical principles, which introdu- 
ced him to a large share of “patent. busi- 
ness” in the United States courts. The 


> ‘most remarkable feature, however, of his 


legal career, has been his zeal in the defence 
of the poor and persecuted, when believed 
by him to be anjastly accused—a_ noble 
service which he has repeatedly rendered 
to humanity not only without pecaniary re- 
turn, but often with large attendant outlay, 


and in the face of prejudices the most en- 
venomed, In one case—on behalf of a 


poor and friendless criminal-—he succeeded 
n reducing a verdict from” murder to man- 
slaughter, when the jury themselves desired 


the privilege of remunerating his services, — 


as feeling indebted to him for showing them 
how they could righteously vindicate the 
majesty of the law, and save the life of the 
‘culprit. He gratuitously defended Jobn 
Van Zandt for assisting fagitives to escape 
from slavery. Alone, and in the fuee of a 
popular excitement which caused his own 
political party to give him up, and almost 


~ endangered his personal safety, in 1845, he 
_ defended William Freeman; a poor maniac 


who had batchered the family of one of his 


 peighbors. He defended the forty prison- 
-—ers in the famous case of the alleged con- 


“spiracy pgainst the Michigan Central Rail- 
road Cofpany in 1849, when nearly every 
decent lawyer in the State was retained by 
the C , to prevent them from aiding 
the accused. For four weary months the 
trial lasted, and—almost without the small- 
est _fecompense—for four weary 
months, Mr. Seward persevered in endeav- 
oring to obtain jastice for the unhappy pris- 
oners, until twenty-eight were triumphantly 
acquitted. 

Asa politician, Mr. Seward began bis 
eareer with an election, as the candidate of 
the Anti-Masons, to the New York Senate 
in 1830, where he distinguished himself by 
his bold attacks upon the—so called—De-

‘devotes the domain to union, to justice, to 
defence, to welfare, and to liberty. But 
there is a Higher Law than the Constitution 
which regulates our authority over tie do- 
main, and devotes it to the same noble pur- 
poses,” &c. In 1847, in his argument in 
the case of Van Zandt, he had taken the 
same ground, in saying, ‘Congress has no 
power to interdict any duty enjoined by 
God on Mount Sinai, or inculcated by his 
Son on the Mount of Olives.” 

In his speech upon the French indemni- 
ties in 1851, he said, ‘the nation that would 
be truly great, or even merely safe, must 
practice an-austere and self-denying morali- 
ty.” The whole tenor of his oratory in the 
Senate—as witness also his plea, last win- 
ter, on behalf of the reception of the cler- 
ical-anti-Nebraska memorial and his anti- 
Nebraska speech,—has: been of a dignified 
moral tone, evincing sound pringiple, acute 
ratiocination and a fearless courage. The 
past leaves usin no doubt that whatever 


receive his firm and continuous support.

Composed, as’ our population is, of 
emigrants from all the nations of Western 
Europe and their descendants, I have yet 
to learn that the elements of Irish charac- 
ter are more unsuitable than those of any 
other to the perfection and success of re- 
publican government, * * would pro- 
vide for the secarity of republican institu- 
tions, and the ascendency of republican 
principles, not by imposing new prohibitions 


by establishing institutions for universal 
education, * * * Thisisan adequate, 
and will prove to be the only, safeguard of 
liberty.” Moreover—in the Senate of N. 
York in 1834—he uttered languaye as an 
anti-mason, Which must debar him trom any 
affiliationtethe present popular movement.
